V. The present application does not meet the criterion set forth in Article 33(2) PCT 
because the subject-matter of claim 16 is not new in respect of the prior art as 
defined in the regulations (Rule 64(1 )-(3) PCT). 

1 . The disclaimer at page 54b, lines 34 to 37 appears to comprise clerical errors. 
The group at position 2 should obviously read: 

CH 3 -(CH 2 ) 2 -(1 ,4)-C 6 H 10 -(CH 2 ) 2 -(1 ,4)-C 6 H 10 -OCO- 

Compound 6 of D4 was thus not properly disclaimed and is therefore still within 
the scope of the claim. 

2. Moreover, those heptalenes comprising a lactone moiety (annelated furanones) 
and the compound of D8 are considered to, be included in the wording of the 
present claims, since the claim does not exclude the possibility that two 
substituents may form a ring. It is therefore considered that this possibility is 
implicitly enclosed. This examining authority acknowledges that an alkyl group is 
defined as an alkane, from which one hydrogen atom has been removed. 
However, present claims includes not only C 1 to Qz alkyl groups but also 
substituted alkyl groups, which allow substitution of further hydrogen atoms. 

VII. The specification was not adapted to the claims to be filed. 

Contrary to the requirements of Rule 5.1 (a)(ii) PCT, the relevant background art 
disclosed in D1 to D6 is not mentioned in the description, nor are these 
documents identified therein. 

VIII. The application does not comply with Article 6 PCT for the following reasons: 

The formulae in claim 19 do not comprise an index "n", although said index is 
mentioned in the claim.
